Den then it would not 
be found convenient. or advantage- 
ous to undertake a trip into Afghan- 
istan unless the Ameer would per- 
sonally guarantee one's comfort and 
safety and provide a military escort 
to Kabul or Kandahar or wherever 
else it was desired to go. 

“After application bas been made 
to the Ameer for a permit, or fr- 
man, to-visit Afghanistan—dand dy 
having advanced some particularly 
potent. argument the firman may 
perhaps be  granted——the deputy 
secretary to the Government, if he 
deems it wise, will then grant per- 
mission to cross the frontier at the 
traveler's own risk.
